REX BALL. 


Justification of Mr. DeGive. 
To lhe Editor of the News: 
Since January 6th some city papers 
have given space in their columns to some 
arlicles concerning the ball of that day, 
which represented my management of it 
as very discreditable tome. If the au 
thors of those articles had been prompt- 
ed by the desire to do justice to every 
body, and to bring the truth to light, 
they could have very safely attained that 
end by giving to the accused party, be- 
fore condemning him, the opportunity of 
showing the other side of the question. 
But, far from that, they condemned me 
and tacked me to the pillory even before 
my first and best competent judge, the 
Brotherhood, had decided upon my Case. 
Last Friday, January loth, the matter 
was brought before the Brotherhood. 
All the documents, contracts and vouch- 
ers of a nature to enlighten the fraternity 
were produced; the question was dis- 
cussed and judgment hus been rendered in 
my favor, ordering the payment to me of 
the proceeds of the ball. Z/ts decision is 
by itself an absolute vindication of my con- 
duct; but, as calumny, says Voltaire, 
leaves always a stain behind, you will 
allow me, 1 hope, to add some explana- 
tions that ought to be given to the public 
in justice to myself, explanations that I 
furnished before the Brotherhood, and 
upcm which their decision was rendered. 
Lust year I gave two masked balls, the 
first one under the auspices of the Broth- 
erhood, the second, of the Y. M. M. C. 
The first one produced $665 cash, and 
some tickets yet unpaid; we sold no gal- 
lery tickets; the expenses made by me, 
at my risk, were $600; the net proceeds 
were, therefore, $65, out of which I re- 
ceived, as my share one-half or $32.50. 
The second vall, undertaken also at my 
risk, gave a net benelit of over $200, of 
which my share was a little over $100. 
At this ball we tried the sale of specta- 
tor’s-gajlery tickets at one dollar, but it 
proved a failure. At both balls the sup- 
per was to be paid for by the guests; but 
many parties refused to pay, arguing that 
they thought it was included in the ticket 
rice, and Mr. Lauten, the contractor, 
ost money. for this year’s ball, I went 
before the Brotherhood and explained 
these facts, in conclusion proposing to 
give the supper free of charge and sisk 
all the expenses, including the supper, 
provided 1 should have the whole pro- 
ceeds of the ball. My suggestion was 
accepted, and the executive committee 
was instructed to perfect the contract. 
By this contract I obligated myself to 
pay all expenses, to furnish the same 
supper or better, if possible, than last 
year, and to give to the Brotherhood 
twenty-five complimentary tickets ad- 
mitting seventy-five persons, but all re- 
freshments and all articles taken outside 
of the regular supper were to be paid for 
extra by the guests. In my negotiation 
it was well understood by the fraternity 
that | was not going to cater and cook 
personally for the bail, but that I should 
contract with the same party that fur- 
nished so excellent a supper at the balls 
of Jast year. 

Our expectations for the ball of 1874 
had run very high; we calculated upon 
a sale of two hundred and fifty to three 
hundred tickets. The aspects of things 
seemed to justify such a sale this year, 
aad I went into the undertaking under 
the flattering prospects of a gross receipt 
of fifteen huadred dollars. But after 
some discussion it was decided, for the 
aake of comfort, that only one hundred 
and fifty tickets should be sold. This 
decision cut down my most probable 
receipts to seven hundred and fifty dollags 
fin fact, only seven hundred and forty dol- 
lars were realized, two parties failing to 
pay for their tickets). The gallery, a 
failure last year, could not be relied up- 
on in a sensible and business-like calcu- 
lation of expenses and receipts;

uncertain proceeds,) and no nobody can 
contest that isnot modest enough for 
such an undertaking. Moreover, every 
housekeeper can testify that, with fifty 
cents per head cost, she can provide a 
splendid supper for a crowd of four or 
flve hundred persons, and so Mr. Lau 
ten did furnish it. All those that had 
the chance to get at the meal that dav 
declare emphatically that they got a fi e 
and liberal supper, better than last year 
But Mr. Lauten could not dispense his 
victuals as he had expected, the space 
being refused to him, and the simultan- 
eous rush of four to five hundred per- 
sons, trying to get supper at the same 
time, while one-tenth of them could 
hardly be seated, created a Babel-like 
confusion that could not be controlled, 
and spoiled the whole affair. 

That unhappy, although unavoidable, 
failure was not viewed by some members 
of the Brotherhood with the indulgence 
it ought to have been, and they attribute 
it to my paying to Mr. Lauten an insuf- 
ficient price per head. But, in justice 
to them, I must say that after my produ- 
cing before the Brotherhood my account 
of expen:e3, my contracts, with the ex- 
ecutive Committee and with Mr. Lauten, 
and showing the figures here above 
given the same members manly and un- 
equivocally declared that no charge or 
blame was or could be made against my con- 
duct; that the question was reduced to a 
question of business, and, as it was evi- 
dent that thesupper had not been de- 
livered to a part of the guests, a part of 
the proceeds of the ball, to be fixed by 
arbitrators, ought to be retained.

This 
year, like last year, I took care that my 
boys should furnish the dressing and 
retiring rooms with six pitchers of water 
and bowls for washing purposes. When 
I will have told you that washing and 
drowning bad people are the only uses 
for which, in my native land, pure water 
is believed to have been created, I hope 
you will be indulgent enough to absolve 
me of my want of foresight in not pro- 
viding foran ample supply. No charita 
bly inclined person (and I beg permis- 
sion to count you as one), can seriously 
doubt that had 1 known, or had been in- 
structed of it, I should have taken 
pleasure in providing any amouct what 
ever of that unexpensive beverage. As 
soon as the need of it was revealed to 
me, I seent for water with the few 
pitchers I had then on hand, and person 
oe dispensed it, as many may testify.

WEALTH AND “ ICKEDNESS, 


A Prisoner Coming out of the Pen- 
itentiary Worth 840.000. 


[rom the Columbus (O.) Journal. ] 


Among the 1,100 prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary there are a good many men and 
women whose histories is written would 
inake interesting reading. Lewis Brant 
is one of these. When a young man he 
left his home in Germany, and started 
for this country. On leaving, his father 
gave him $950,000 to start lifeon. He 
came to this country, and being of a 
rather protiligate disposition he traveled 
about and soon went through his fortune. 
After running out of money he was com- 
pelled to work, and got the position of 
night clerk at the American. While 
there he forged a check for $42, was ar- 
rested, tried, convicted, and sent to the 
penitentiary for a short term. After vet- 
ling out he rambled about a while, and 
soon learned that his father had died and 
left him $60,000. ‘This he received, and 
was fast, making way with it, when he 
turned up again as a forger—this time io 
Cleveland—and was sent to the peniten- 
liary for a term of five years, which will 
terminate in two months. At the time 
that he came last to the prison he owned 
about $15,000 worth of stocks and bonds 
in New York, of which he is still the 
possessor, and from them draws an in- 
come, ; 

A good many years ago he indorsed 
fora friend in Germany, and lost $20,000 
by the operation, but he received a letter 
afew weeks ago from that friend, who 
is now a wealthy merchant in Philadel- 
phia, stating that if he would send in 
his account, the money would all be paid 
up, and arrangements are now being 
jade so that when he gets out of prison 
he will get the twenty thousand. 

A few weeks ago he received a letter 
from his mother, in Germany, in which 
was inclosed a list of his share of the 
household etfects, his mother having bro-

A Revolting Scaffold Scene. 

On the 12th of June, 1854, a wealthy 
gardener, in Rostock, the principal sea- 
port of the Grand Duchy of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, made a startling discovery in 
a large yard behind his house. He had 
there an old manure pile, which he in- 
tended shortly to remove to the garden. 
U poy looking at it, he noticedithat two 
latge hogs were trying to push their 
snouts into it as far as possible. 
Suddenly one of the animals uttered a 
runt as satisfaction, and when it with- 
drew its head from the manure the gar- 
dener saw that it had something in its 
mouth, 

Upon looking closely at the object, he 
found, to his horror, that it was a Ghild’s 
leg in an advanced state of decomposi- 
tion. The other hog. likewise secured 
something in the manure; it was a child's 
arm. The gardener immediately snatched 
the two limbs from the animals, and sent 
for the police. 

The latter appeared, with an official 
physician; the manure was at once re- 
moved, and wnderneath it were found 
the remaining portions of a human corpse 
—evidently that of a boy, perhaps three 
or four yearsold. The face had been 
entirely eaten by maggots, and there was 
no possibility of recognizing it by its 
features. , 

The gardener was childless and a wid- 
ower. He had two old servant girls in 
the house, but no one suspected them of 
any connection with the crime to which 
the poor child had evidently fallen a vio- 
tim; for the skull was broken, apparent- 
ly by a blow with a bludgeon or a very 
blunt weapon. 

There were several children in the ad- 
jacent houses, but none of them had dis- 
appeared.
